We specialize in grafted Camellias in the better 
varieties. All our grafted plants are on under- 
stock from 5 to 12 years old. Using the older 
understock will produce a much nicer top plant 
in one or two years. Last year on an eight- 
year understock we grafted the Camellia Mar- 
tin Roberts which developed into a three io 
four-foot plant the first year. Our Christine 
Lee on same understock produced blooms the 
first year. Thus by grafting you can have a 
fine large Camellia in 4 to 6 years, whereas on 
its own root system it will take 12 to 15 years 
to obtain the same growth. Furthermore, 
grafted plants, due to their vigorous growth, 
are more resistant to disease. 


We also carry a good variety of Kurume, Indica, 
and Hardy Japanese Azaleas. All Azaleas are 
profuse bloomers, and in the spring each plant 
is a solid mass of color. This year we are 
introducing a group of new azaleas in a small 
to medium size plant. This group includes 
such varieties as Carmine Prince, Violet Queen, 


Black Hawk, and others. 


General Nursery Stock of many varieties is 
available at all times.

A FEW CULTURAL HINTS 


1. Plant Camellias, and particularly Azaleas, in a neutral 
to fairly acid soil. Never use lime on either. The 
best way of acidifying the soil is to add aluminum 
sulphate or sulphur. 


2. Do not loosen or remove the burlap on the ball of the 
plants when planting. 


3. Mulch the surrounding ground well with peat moss, 
oak or other leaves, or wood bark. Do not use 
camphor tree leaves or pecan tree leaves. 


4. Fall is the best time for moving and _ transplanting 
Camellias and Azaleas. 


5. If signs of die-back appear, cut the dead branch back 
to where there is no brown discoloration in the woody 
part of the branch. 


6. Spray Camellias in June with Bordeaux mixture to control 
die-back (Phomopsis blight). 


7. In May spray Camellias with Nursery Volck, 1 part to 
50 parts of water, plus 1 tablespoonful of Black-Leaf 
40 to each gallon of Volck spray mixture. 


8. Fertilize Camellias and Azaleas lightly in March and 
June.
